It is the island of Yap—a 
neighbor of (fo am — in the Ladrones. 
Just now it i- ruled by an American — 
Daniel V O'Keefe, a native of North 
Carolina 
Consul Williams, at Manila, 
lias received orders from Washington 
to find out as much an possible about 
O ’Keefe, and. at any rate, to usccituin 
under what flag he is carrying on busi­ 
ness. 
| 
O ’Keefe sailed forth on the Atlantic 
as captain of a trading vessel years and 
years ago. 
This vessel made its way 
around the world, and among ibe places 
where it louche d was the island of V ap 
O ’Keefe made a pretty thorough ex 
ploration of the place and also of the 
surrounding islands and took away a 
rich cargo of spices and mdigo. 
Two 
years later he was not only captain of 
the small trader, but its owner. 
He 
made straight for Yap island. 
With 
good tilings from the continent In and 
his crew won the affections of the n a ­ 
tives. 
The vessel was tied up for a time 
until a home could lie established. Then 
it was used to establish other bom* > in 
other islands. 
O ’Keefe believed in a 
big, broad life and one according to bis 
own ideas, which were not far ditVcrcnt 
from those ot a full fledged Mormon be 
In ver. 
One by one he accumulated his 
islands and clinched his title to the 
same by m arrying the choice of tin* na 
five women, and several of them. Mem 
hers of I ho t lading ship’s crew followed 
O ’Keefe and his white men cairn to 
win the esteem and atlVrtion of the >« 
landers to sueh an extent that he was 
toxaifed to he chit f ruler of ilie colonies, 
and what he said went. 
O ’Keefe prob­ 
ably deserved this honor, for lie was 
honorable in his transact ons with the 
natives and never tried to cheat them. 
He even went out of his way to do them 
favors, supply them with comfort- and 
teach them to live a life after his own 
ideas. 
Ho set up a sort of government 
and put himscit ut. its head. 
A nephew ot O ’Keefe, now supposed 
to be in New York city, has bud this 
south sea fortune thrown at ins feet 
and refused to accept it. O ’Keefe, so he 
write« Consul Williams in Manila, sent 
word to this nephew that if in* would 
agree to live w ith him until the end of 
his days and learn the modus operandi 
of affairs on Yap island and its neigh 
hors lie would place ¡ill atl'airs in his 
hands and allow him to rule the fortune 
at his death. 
It was w ith m uch hesitation that the 
nephew finally decided to shake himself 
free from the rich life of idleness he 
was lending in the metropolis and take 
passage to the farotf Pacific region, lie 
bade goodby to the bloods of bis ac­ 
quaintance and sailed 
He landed at 
tbe steamship port among the P hilip­ 
pines, where he was picked up after a 
few m o n ths ’ w aiting by a vessel from 
his un e le ’s domain. 
The tutelage in Malay polities began, 
and the nephew was wined and dined 
as i Im successor of King O ’Kei ft m the 
finest society the island afforded.
